11 err Tizzji, Hungarian premier, will be 
questioned next week on the diet atPesth 
for tho purpose of eliciting information as 
to the relations between Austria and 
Russia, but it is improbable that Tizzii 
will be in a position to make an explicit 
declaration. Ho can certainly venture to 
.say nothing about the new Russian in- 
trigue, "uspicion of which increases to the 
anger of Hungarian dejmtics ovor the 
reiclistag compact of 1876. In tbe face of 
the Russian underground plotting, open 
tariff hostilities, and ofTorte to extinguish 
the (Jerinans in the Baltic provinces, ver- 
bal assurances coiniiigfrom St.' Petersburg 
are held of sm.-ill account. 

The I'li.it referring to the czar's edict 
for suppie.s.sing the Uurniaii language in 
the schools, declares that this is the hard- 
est blow struck at Gorman and European 
civilization in the Baltic provinces. It 
involves the extirpation of the Ciermaii 
element of Duor I'att university and will 
intensify thu bittcnioss of tho anti-Rus- 
sian sentiment felt tlirougliout Germany.

Sho took and returned it to the lord 
mayor and tho retinue thun placed them- 
selves immediately ui advance of the

time, and repaired to the Mansion house 
to await her majesty's return. 

Tbe (jncun iiinceeded to tho people's 
palaco and ascended tbe dais whore the 
Prince of Wales, Marquis of Lome, Duke 
of Cambridge, Archbishop of Canterbury 
wore assembled, the choir singing tho 
national aiitbeiii.

Tho announcomnnt was received 
wit h a great flourish of trumpets, followed 
by the grand choir rendering "Old H un- 
dred." Sub8e([ueiitly tbo Queen laid the 
lirst stone of tho foundation for tbo tech- 
nical schools attached to the poojilo's pal- 
ace. The Archbishop of Canterbury pray- 
ed for, blessed tho pooplo and pronomicod 
the benediction. 

At tho conclusion of tbo ceremonies 
the royal jirocefision sUirted on the return, 
and by command of tho Queen the longest 
route back was taken.

A great doal of iiitorost was iliHpliij'oJ 
as woU in tlio (itlier ]iroviiice.s of tlio Uo- 
luiiiinii as in liritish Ci)hnnl)i,i, as to wliat 
chauyos would l)o made in thetaritt'. E\ 
peotatiou has l)coii .sot ,il rest and tlio 
tariff OB wired from Ottawa is, on tl 
whole, complete. There aeeiu to bo ii 
few iiUMScuracios doubtless, due to errors 
in transmission such as hre always liable 
i,o occur. For iiishiiice in sever.d cases 
the saiiiu r.-Ue per cent, is L;iveli for dif- 
ferent articles under last year's and this 
year's t.mtr. 'I'liis will be remedied 
when, tho rotiinis are received from Ot- 
tawa. As a rule there is a gradual rais- 
ing in tho various articles which cjui be 
manufactured in Canada,, though these 
cannot bo .sjiid in tho main to bo very ex- 
cessive. It may bo interesting to note 
some of tlie elianges: Pajjur, calendered 
or not, was '22\ per cent, and lias been 
raised 2A per cei!t. Writing paper, not 
calendered, was 2Q per cent, and 
has been increased 5 per cent. 
The duty on both is now the 
.laiiio, viz: 25 per cent. Labels for fruit, 
vegetables, iiieat, tish, etc., and also tic- 
kets, posters, adverlisiii;,' liillsand folders 
were under the old tariff 10 cents per lb. 
and 20 per cent. , and are now 15 cents 
per lb. and 25 ))er cent. Cigars and cigar- 
ettes were SI. 20 per lb. and 20 per cent., 
but are now .?2.0() per lb. luid 25 percent.

Valises, satchols, carpet bags, pocket 
books and puv.~>es were .'iO por cent, aiul 
are now 10 cents each anil 1)0 [ler cent — a 
raise of 10 cents each which is (piite a 
consideration in those small articles.

Tlioy now go 
under item •17.'!: "all fabrics wholly or in 
part of wool, worsted, hair of aljiaca, 
goats, etc., " iipcjii which there is aduby of 
7k cents per lb. and 20 per cent. Shirt 
coUars, before 30 per cent, ,ire now 21 
oonts per dozen and 30 jHu cdit a heavy 
increase. Cuffs, before 30 per cent , have 
boon increastMl by 1 cents |ier ]iair. (ias 
meters have be'en raised 5 per cent, being 
now 30 per cent. Mucihij^e has been con- 
siderably raised. Tho minister of customs, 
who has a practical knowledge of tho ills 
under which nowsp.aper.s sull'iir, has put a 
duty of 25 per (^ent. on newspapers ])artly 
printed. This will have a tendency to 
keep out lioliil.'iy piTiddicals .'iiiil ach-ertis- 
ng slioels. Liiioii or eotloii .shirts have 
been raised §1 nor dozen, being formerly 
30 per cent. Oolored fabrics, before 20 
per cent', are now 25.' ' Tlio duty on niac- 
caroni has idiiioHt boon doubled. Thoro 
ia a considerable reduction in the r.ato on 
oranges and liuiiiuis. An iiimiens(! raise

Broad 
axes, adzes, etc., have been raised to 
93 por dozen and 20 per cent, 
all others and knives .•md live-prontrcd 
forks, 82 per dozen jind 20 per cent.. ilo(\s 
and garden rakes .are a notable iiieiH^ase, 
indeed inalltlie.se lines of f^'oods the re- 
sults of tho changes in (ho tarilFtiro most 
apparent. Those lat tor are ^1 jier dozen 
and 20 por cent, bar iron has been rais- 
etl, being now Sll per ton. Wire of 
spring stool is now I2J, jier cent, and was 
before free. This is used in making mat- 
tresses. Boiler and otluu- ii-on plato is 
now $10 per ton. Hoop, banil or scroll 
or other iron, eight inchoM or Icsa in 
width and thiniuir than No. 20 giiau'e, 
jl3 por ton ; a hu-go increa.se. Tho same 
thinner than No. 20 giiage 12), jior oont. 
Boiled chanmils and angle and T iron is a 
new ■ item, the duty being l l'A 
per cent. Iron, bridges and struc- 
tural iron m>v\i «25 per ton, provid- 
ed that the duty shall not bo less than 30 



per cent. This is a raise of 5 per cent. 
Mallo-kblo iron castings and steel castings 
have boon raised 5 por cent. Plates, sad 
irons, Uiilors' irons, etc., huvo been raised 
5 per cent. Iron or steel axles, axle bars, 
etc., without roforonco to ' tho atjigo of 
nuknufueturo, ^',iO per ton, but not less 
than 35 per cent. This is an increase of 
10 i>er cent. Locomotives and -other 
steam engines, boilers and machinery, 
coinyosed wholly or in part of iron jind 
sLeol, oO por cent,, being a i.aiso of 5 per 
cent. Locomotive tires of liosaemor stool 
in thu rough are a new item, the 
duty being 10 per cent. lioilor tidies or 
flues, or stays of rough iron or steel, a 
new item, 15 per cent. Safes have 
boon raised 10 per cent. Scjdes, 
formerly 20 per cent., are now 
30 per cent. Wire, except for submarine 
cables, is the same as before. fSledgos, 
track tools, wedges and crow bars of iron 
and stool are rated at 1.^ coats, per lb and 
30 por cent., an increase of 1.^ l'"i' cent. 
Carriage hardware 36, and all others 30 
por cunt. Cut nails aiid spikes of iron 
formerly ^ cent, por ft aiid 10 per cent, 
are now 1 cent, per Hj, a heavy raise. 
Fire brick on which a duty of 20 per cent, 
was formerly levied is now on the free 
list. Antliracite coal, now free, was under 
tho old tariff 50 cents, por ton. Bitumin- 
ous coal remains as it was, 00 cents, per 
toiir 'Jeans '25 per oenfc., a raise'of 5 pm 
oont. Printed or dyed cotton fabrics 
formerly 27^ per cent, are now 32i 
Demijohns or jugs, churns or crocks, liavo 
boon raised 1 cent, (lor gallon holding 
capacity, being now 3 cents. ( Jold and 
silver loaf have been raised 5 per cent. 
iSowing maoliines under the new 
tariff $3 speoiiib dut^ and 2o per 
cont. have boon raised Jtl each. 
Plated knives before ,'!0 per ccuit. 
are now 50 cents per dozen ,aiid 20 per 
cent, all othor elcctro-plato ware 30 per 
cent. Manufuotures of plumbago have 
be(Sn raised 5 per cent, being now 25 per 
cont. These are tho principle articles in 
the tarill'in which any appreciable increase 
can bo noted, though in some of tho minor 
items tho tarilf makes radical eh;ingea. It 
will bo noticeil that great [irotcctiou is 
given to iron and stiud maunbicture, and 
it is only for ourwealthy men I hemselves U 
say whether or not they will take advaiit-, 
ago of the government's action. I'he ob 
ject of protection is to conserve hume in 
diistries and tlun e is ample sci ppo in this 
province for the building of factories and 
investing money now lying idle. Of 
course in the changing of tarilt's individual 
coses of haidahip will occur, but tliese can 
be remedied against. 'Wo heard of a case 
in point yesterday. It will be 
noticed that the duly (Ui cast iron 
pipe of every description is ^<12 per ton. 
The now tarifl* will make a dill'erence of 
about $3 por ttm, so that several goutle- 
lueu who have made large contracts will 
bo heavy losen. Had a clause boon in- 
serted in tlieir contracts providing for such 
a contingency, such a result would not 
have happened. On the whole, we think, 
the country may feel >vell s.alistiod with 
the taritf changes, and it. is very evident 
tlio government have an cyo single to the 
good of this young ami promising Domin- 
ion of ours. 

Till" i'KA^lisirXcT. 

Several Dominion moinbers appear to 
be animated with a desire to tinker with 
tho Franchise Act. Tho cost of prepar- 
ing the voters' lists last year was some- 
thing onormous to tho country according 
to tho returns brought dowit, and pro- 
Ixibly as much again has come out of tho 
pockets of the politicians. Many inoin- 
bors. Conservatives as well ,as Reformers, 
would not be sorry to see tho act wi])od 
out of existence altogether, while others 
are convinced that manhood auifnigo is 
not fur distant. Tho great stumbling 
block in tho way of manhood siiU'rago for 
the oiitire Dominion is the 'Tliiobcc con- 
tingent, and it would spoil .Sir .lohn's 
arguinont for a symmetrical franchise 
throughout the Doniiiiicjii, .akliough, by 
the way, it is not ijuito symmetrical, if 
ho wore to propose universal suii'inge for 
Canada, and exclude Quebec from its pro- 
visions. It is understood that Mr. Laurier 
will bring up n resolution shortly afliriii- 
ing the necessity of repealing tho Fran- 
chise Act, iind then we sh.all have the old 
topic thrashed out ag.ain. Meantiino Mr. 
Kdgar has introduced a bill which .seems 
likely to go throutrh^ Its provisions being 
on thu wlude acceptatile. One clause is 
to ensure greater iiecrecy of the ballot, by 
providing that the ballot jiaper to be used 
in future must be thicker in (piality in 
order that jiencil marks may not be soon 
through. It is further jiroposed to make 
the law clear by inserting a clause in the 
act affirming the right of deputy returning 
olUcers to vote, and with regard to tho 
oath which a deputy returning othcer has 
to makeas to the accuracy of liispfoceediiiL;a 
in preparing the statement of the poll, it 
is [irovided that he can make this either 
before the returning ollicer or a justice <if 
the peace, as hitherto, or before the poll 
clerk, so that there will be no excuse for 
keeping the ballot box open untila magis- 
trate can 1h: obtaim^d. 



I'llKfull reports of the recent gold dis- 
coveries in tlu^ Transvaal, if unexaggerat- 
ed, show that tho nowiSheba mine is one 
of the richest in tho world. Tho reef, as 
these .South African miners call a ledge, 
yields from ten to thirty ounces of gold 
to thu ton, and the siipjily of this rich 
i|uart,z is inexhaustible. But an even 
richer mine than this is the Thomas reef, 
samples of ipiartz from which weigh 

i,0(iO pounds yielding blM ounces of ),'ol(l. 
'I'he mines are in the Do Kaap valluy, and 

ilready a now town of 8,000 people has 
sprunL; up, where six months ago there 
was not ,a sign of life. Tho American 
consul at C,a[)0 'J'own warns American 
minora of small means not to venture to 
tho now mines, as like the Kiiubeily <lig- 
gings this new caiii]! is .a co^^tly place to 
reach.

LAEGB SEIZuitEJ OP OPIUM . 

Sim VruoUeo Onitoms Secnroi $60,000 Worth 
of Opium. : 

San Fkancisoo, May i;i. — Customs of- 
ficors to-day seized ilo cases marked "nut 
oil," UH the Bteamer P.io .laneiro, wliici 
arrived from China on Wediie.sday. The 
cases upon being opened were found to 
C(nitain hermetically sealed cans of opium, 
placed in mil oil. It is slated that tho 
treasury agentB at llongkoii(,r were cogni- 
zant that opium wotihl bo sent by the 
lUo .Janeiro, and the collector was apprized 
by tolegrapli. Early this morning, by 
merfnsof a largo tempered stool probe, 
various packages, boxes and caskets of a 
largo consignment of freight were searehed 
through by ouiitoms ollicers and the result 
of tho investigation was the soizuro of 
aovoral piles of goods which, by ordoi' of tho 
deputy collector, wore hauled to tho sei- 
zure room in tho appraisors building, 'i'lio 
haul comprised about twenty tons of three 
hundred cases of morchandiso and made 
throo truck loads.

ANEW RIFLE. 
The Lebel Bifle Adopted by the Army of Ihrance. 

Tho Lebol riflo, as tho now rifle is call- 
ed, was invontod by Liont.-Oolonel Lebcd 
principal of tho artillery Heboid at Chal- 
ons. Its remarkable qualities are light- 
ness, long range and extraordinary pene- 
trating iiower. According to the scieiitilic 
researches of tin! niathoiliatieian, I'role.s- 
sor Hebler, it was supjiosod that the ab- 
sidutely perfect aiiuy ritlo should he a 
weapon with a caliber of precisely- seven 
millimeters. Th« Lebel riilu has not so 
gmall a caliber but oilers tho nearest ap- 
proach to it yet made — viz: oight inilliino- 
tors. With this caliber the advantages 
are; a lighter cartridge; a more diiocL [Jio 
jectory; a greater precision; 11 greater 
penetrating power; and a much less lia- 
bility of the missile h> be deviated from 
its counso by a strong witul. 

The ball is so covered with steol and 
brass, as to enable it to proservo its form 
and to bdlow i)recisely the grooves of the 
barrel. Its initial velocity is i;\aclly 100 
motors per second greater than that of tho 
Gras rifle, wliich had an initial velocity of 
•150 meters, while tho Lebol boasts a vel- 
ocity of 540 meters. It rev(dves ii))on it- 
self 5,000 times ])or second always trav 
oling point tirst. At a distance of l.SIK) 
motors its lire is as fatal as within a lesser 
distance ; and as tlic line of the projcrlile 
is almost [lerfeetly straight, extraordinary 
hits am be made at iiunionse ranges. To 
obviate the shook, of, rQ«oil consc(|iioiit 
upon so prodigious au,o;cpelling force, ;i 
special powder has been . invented by Col. 
Brugere, which detonates ju'ogressivcly. 
without smoke and with ci nn] laiai ivdv 
little noise. The shooter feels 'he wca 
poll push— does iicH feel a suildeii and 
painful jar. Throe ^yooden sliields pbiced 
at about twenty-live yards apart were 
easily jiiereed in a straight, liiu" liy one 
rilleshot - the ball I ravelini; on odd meters 
furtluu- witliout, changing its course to 
strike the outlyim,' tai'm^t aimeil at pre 
cisely in the center. The movabh- bruecli 
piece is shorter thali the (iras rille, but 
oH'ers a greater fesititon'cb and t,ho recoil 
ff>llows the axis of the weapon. 

( )n finding themselvi^s in jiossession of 
so exi raornidary an arm, it was for smiH' 
time a question with the iiiilitar\- autliori- 
tiea whether or net to adojit it in ils sim- 
plest form, as tho best oi singU' slioi 
breechloaders. But as .'Vnatria is adopt- 
ing the Mannlicher re])eator, It-ily tho 
Vitaii , repeater, Germany the Manser 
magazine gun, it seems iiece.ss.iry lo m.aki^ 
the Lebel a repeater also: .as troops aniicd 
with a single shot ritii^ only, however 
good, would easily become douiorali^/ied 
liy the mere conviction that tliey wei'it 
face to face with enemies armed with 
magazine guns.

ESTABLbSIlME.VT OF THE CUNARD 
LINE. 

Tlie aeceptanco bj' the English (oiverii- 
lueiit of the CuiiiU'l C'omliaiiy's bid bir the 
contract for carrying the niaik-t to Aniori- 
ca, resulted in putting alloat in 1840 the 
Acadia, Britannia, Columbia and Cale- 
donia. The lirst vessels of tho (Juiwrd 
Lino were all wooden paddle-wheel stoam- 
ei-8, with engines by Na"pier of Glasgow, 
of the usual sido-lovol class; the return- 
line boilern and jot condensers wiu'o used, 
tho lattei^ holding their place for many 
years to come, though surface eoiidonsa- 
ti(Ui Inul already i^)peared as an oxpori 
iin nt. The company was to carry tho 
lu.iils fortliighfly; _'Uetweeri Livorpgid. 
Halifax and Boston, regular sailings t,o l)e 
adheied to and four veasels to bo employ- 
ed, for tho sum ol ,£81,000 (^5400,000) per 
annum. The cc.iitraet was made for seven 
years, but was continued from time to 
time for forty-six- -no break occurring in 
thia nearly half-century's service until 
within a shotnt-timo of tho nroaeut writing, 
when the tTinhria, N(»vembor4, 1884, was 
the lirsl ship in tho history of tho ooiii- 
jjanylo leave Liverpool on the regular 
day of sailing for.\nierica without mails. 

The Britaiiiiiii was the tirst of the tVoet 
to sail; iiml, .strapgu to say (from the lisuiil 
miaiiian'a point of view), Friday, July tho 
lib, 1840, was tho day selected. She ar- 
rived at Boston in fourteen days and 
eight boiii-s, a vi'ry successful liassago for
